Canadian Government is in of- 
fice there will be no power dams on 
the Fraser River. This-is the-mean- 
ing of Mr. Sinclair’s recent state- 
ments in Parliament. Speaking for 
the Government, he rejects out of 
hand the argument that we cari ob- 
tain both salmon and power from the 
Fraser. The Government has decided 
in’ favor of salmon. 


The struggle between power and 
fishing interests has long been con- 
fused by propaganda. 

On behalf of the power interests, 
eager to dam the Fraser, it has been 
said that scientists now know howto 
transport spawning salmon across 
high dams. 

Mr. Sinclair, advised by his own 
experts, says that “the best scientists 
“in the world agree that a system of 
dams in the Fraser River waterways 
would completely ruin the salmon in- 
dustry there within a four-year cycle 
of the salmon's life.” 

At the same time Mr. Lloyd A. 
Royal, director of the International 
Pacific Salmon Fisheries Commis- 
sion, was telling the New Westmins- 
ter Board of Trade that Canada must 
choose irrevocably between power 
and fish on the Fraser 

There this eminent au- 
thority, no known means of main- 
taining salmon in a dammed river. 
If we dam the Fraser we shall repeat 
the experience @f Washington State 
where the great Columbia salmow 
fishery has been virtually extin- 
guished by power developments. 

That will not happen in Canada. 
“Tt is our policy,” Mr. Sinclair says 
on behalf of the Government, “not 
to dam any salmon waterway until 
every other non-salmon stream has 
been dammed for power Accord-

ingly, Canadian policy is based on 


the alternative development of the | 


Upper Columbia, where no salmon 
spawn, 

The vast Columbia powers—how- 
ever they are divided between Can- 
ada and the United States—are ample | 
to supply British Columbia’s needs 
for many years to come. When they 
are fully utilized, Mr. Royal believes, 
“atomic power will be the answer.” 

It may well be the answer by | 
that time, though at present atomic | 
power cannot compete with hydro in 
price. At any rate, we do not have | 
to choose between atomic power and 
hydro now. 

But ff we do not intend to dam 
the Fraser we shall need, within the 
visible future, all the power we can 
get out Of the Columbia. We shall 
need it for new industries in the in- 
terior, for the growing metropolis of | 
Vancouver and probably for Van- 
couver Island. 

The Canadian Government is | 
therefore unquestionably right in op- 
posing the export of Columbia power | 
to the United States as a general 
policy 

Already the Government is under 
strong pressure to permit such ex- 
ports because they would be profit- 
able in the short run and would make 
it easy for a private company to fi- 
nance the great dam at Mica Creek. 

In the long run, however, 
shall need power much more 
cash: If we are finally compelled to 
make some exports, until we can use 
all the output of Mica Creek 
selves, we must be sure that we can 
stop them when the power is needed 
here. Our past experience, in the 
e of exports from Ontario, sug- 
ests that there is sure way

Family Bilked by Education Hoax 


A Victoria family of non-Eng- 
lish-speaking immigrants has 
fallen prey to a nervy racketeer. 

A middle-aged man, posing 4s 
a federal government education 
surveyor, bilked Mr. and Mrs. 
Hans Gruber, 508 Pendray, Feb. 
1 of $25—a “down payment” on 
“home education” books for 
their children ’ 

The sale was rushed through 
at the Gruber home because the 
“government agent” said he had 
to leave town immediately. 

He was described as medium 
height, Ifght complexioned,. 
wearirig a dark overcoat, and 
fortified with impressive pamph- 
lets and “credentials.” 

Mr. Gruber,,a cement worker, 
accepted his explanation that 
monthly assistance cheques for 
each of the five children “can 
not be used for-food or bedding 
or clothing for the children but 
only for education.”: 


The racketeer also claimed 
that overcrowded Canadian 
schools allowed only six min 
utes’ instruction per pupil a 
disadvantage that would be off 
set- by his do-it-yourself kit of 
encyclopedia and elementary 
textbooks. 


Total cost of the package deal, 
including the $25 down pay- 
ment, was listed as $346.48. The 
value hag been estimated at less 
than one-tenth that amount 

The. Grubers signed a long 
contract, and their last com 
munication from the “agent” 
was a letter listing when pay: 
ments were due. 

The entire deal was <carried 
out through an interpreter, the 
sister-in-law of Mr. Gruber. A 
young mother and immigrant 
she too was fearful of the gov 
ernment and no action was 
taken until a neighbor caught 
‘wind of the deal. 


On her insistence, the:Grubers 
notified the welfare branch, but 
no new leads were uncovered 
Finally the Greater Victoria Citi 
zenship Council, in the person of 
Mrs. %A..
